MATERIALS. —3 oz, Patous Beehive 
Fingering, 3-ply, in main colour; \ oz, 
ball of Patons Fuzzy-Wuzzy in contrast; 
two No. 9 knitting needles; No. 13 
crochet hook; l button. 

Measurements. —All round under arm, 
24 ins.; length, 1\ ins.; sleeve, ins. 

Tension. —9 sts. to 1 in. 

Abbreviations. —See below. 

RACK.—With M.C. cast on 110 sts. 
1st row.— P. 2nd row. —K. 1, * (k, 1, 
p. 1, k. 1) into next st„ p. 3 tog.; rep. 
from * to last st., k, I. 3rd row,—P. 
4th row. —K. 1, * p, 3 tog., (k. t, p. 1, 
k. I) into next st; rep. from * to last 
st., k. 1. These 4 rows form the patt. 
Continue until work measures 3| ins. 


To fit 2 to 4 year olds 

Armhole Shaping.— Cast off 4 sts. at 
beg. of next 4 rows, then dec. 1 st. at beg. 
of next 8 rows. (86 sts.) Continue in patt. 
until work measures 7 j ins. 

Shoulder Shaping. —Cast off 9 sts. at 
beg. of next 6 rows. Cast off.

MATERIALS. —4 oz, Patons Beehive 
Fingering 2~ply; 1 pair each Nos. 10 and 11 
knitting needles; a medium crochet hook; 
2 yds. I-in. ribbon. 

Measurements, —To fit up to a 20 in. 
chest; length, 16 ins. (adjustable). 

Tension, —9 sts, to 1 in. 

Abbreviations.- -See left. 

SKIRT. —With No. 10 needles cast on 
540 sts. 1st row. —K. 2 tog., k. 2, (w.fd., 
k. 2, si. 1, k. 2 tog., p.s.s.o., k. 2) to last 4 
sts., w.fd., k. 2, k. 2 tog. 2nd row.-— P. 3, 
{w.r.n., p, 6) to last 4 sts., w.r.n., p. 4. 
These 2 rows form patt. Continue in patt. 
until work measures 1!£ ins. (or length 
required), ending with a 1st patt. row. 
Next row,—P, 1, (p. 2 tog.) to end. 
(232 sts,) Leave sts. on a spare needle. 

YOKE. —* With No. 10 needles cast on 
148 sts. and work 5 rows in patt. as for 
skirt. Next row.— P. 1, (p. 2 tog.) to end. 
(64 sts.) Leave sts. on a spare needle.* 
Rep. from * to *. Change to No. 11 
needles. Next row,— Work in k. 1, p. 1 
rib thus: rib 48 from skirt section, si. next 
20 sts, on to a strand of wool, rib across 
64 sts. from one yoke piece, rib 96 from 
skirt, si. next 20 sts. on to a strand of wool, 
rib across 64 sts. of other yoke piece, rib to 
end. (320 sts.) Make ribbon holes. Next 
row. —-Rib 4, (w.fd., work 2 tog., rib 2) to 
end. Rib 2 rows. Next row.— (Rib 17, 
work 3 tog,) 15 times, rib to end. Rib 3 

For the best-dressed toddler in town, 
the lacy pattern of this pretty dress is 
easily worked. Tuck a posy of tiny 
flowers in front bow for party wear 


rows. Next row.—Rib 16, (work 3 tog., 
rib 15), 15 times, rib to end, Dec. 30 sts. 
thus on every 4th row until 110 sts. remain. 
Rib 2 rows. Cast off rib wise. 

ARMHOLE FACINGS.— With No. 1 1 
needles k. sts, from strand of wool. Rib 3 
rows. Cast off, 

MAKING U P, — Press work. Join back 
seam to beg. of yoke. Join wool to lower 
edge of left yoke, work d.c. up edge, 
around neck and down other edge. Turn 
and s.s. back to top of left yoke, 1 d,c., 
(4 ch., miss 2 d.c., 3 d.c.) 3 times, 4 ch. f 
miss 2 d.c., 1 d.c. Fasten off. Sew down 
armhole facings and end& of yoke frills. 
Sew on buttons. Thread ribbon through 
holes in yoke and tie at the centre front. 



White Button-up 

To fit 6 to lO year olds 


MATERIALS.—10 (10 : 3 l)oz. Pa tons 
Moorland Double Knitting; two each Nos, 
8 and 10 needles; 7 (7 : 7) buttons; odd¬ 
ments for embroidery on girl's cardigan. 
Measurements.—To fit a 26 (28 ; 30) 
in. chest; length, 15} (1G| : 17}} ins.; 
sleeve, 12} (14 ; 15}) ins. 

Tension. 11 sts, and 15 rows to 2 ins. 
Abbreviations. — See opposite., 
BACK*—With No. 10 needles cast on 
64 (70 : 76) sts. and work 2} ins, in k. 1, 
p. 1 rib. Next row*—Rib 2 (5 : 8), (rib 2, 
inc., rib 3) to last 2 (5 : 8) sts., rib 2 (5 ; 8). 
74 (80 : 86) sts. Change to No. 8 needles 
and continue in st.st. until work measures 
10} (10} : lli) ins. 

Armhole Shaping.—Cast off 3 (3 : 4) 
sts, at beg, of next 2 rows, then dec. 1 st. 
each end of every row until 58 (62 : 66} 
sts. remain. Continue straight until work 
measures 15} (16} : 17}) ins. 

Shoulder Shaping. — Cast off 6 (7 : 7) 
sts. at beg. of next 6 rows. Cast off, 
RIGHT FRONT.—With No. 10 
needles cast on 30 (34 : 36) sts. and work 
2} ins, in k. 1, p, l rib. Next row. — Rib 4 
(6:7), (inc., rib 3) to last 2 (4 : 5) sts., rib 
2 (4 : 5). 36 (40 : 42) sts. Change to No. 8 
needles and patt. thus: 1st row.—K. 10 
(12 : 13), p, 1, k. 2 t.b.L, p. 2, si. next 3 sts. 


on to cable needle, leave at front of work, 
k. 3, then k, 3 from cable needle, p. 2, k. 2 
t.b.t., p. 1, k. 10 (12:13), 2nd and 
every alternate row* — P. 3rd row.— 
K. 10 (12 : 1.3), p. 1, k. 2 t.b.L, p. 2 P k, 6, 
p. 2, k. 2 t.b.L, p. 1, k. 10 (12 : 13). 5th 
row*—As 3rd. 7th row.—As 1st. Rep. 
2nd and 3rd rows 5 times. 18th row.—P. 
These 18 rows form patt. Continue in 
patt. until work measures 10} (t Of : 11 f) 
ins., ending with a right side row. 

Armhole Shaping,—Cast off 3 (3 : 4) 
sts. at beg. of next row, then dec. 1 st. at 
armhole edge on every row until 28 (30 : 
32} sts. remain. Continue straight until 
14j £15} : 16}) ins., ending at front edge. 

Neck Shaping.—Cast off 3 (4 : 4) sts. 
at beg. of next row, then dec. 1 st. at neck 
edge on every row until 18 (21 : 21) sts. 
remain. Continue until work measures 
15} (16} : 17}) ins., ending at side. 

Shoulder Shaping,—Cast off 6 (7 : 7) 
sts. at beg. of next and following 2 
alternate rows. 

LEFT FRONT. — Work to match right 
front, reversing shapings, 

SLEEVES.—With No. 10 needles cast 
on 36 (38 : 38) sts. and work 2} ins. in rib 
as for back. Change to No. 8 needles and

To fit 8 to 12 year olds 


MATERIALS.— 9 (10 : 11) oz. Patons 
Quickerknit; two each Nos. 10 and 12 
knitting needles; cable needle. 

Measurements. —To fit up to a 
28 (30 : 32) in. chest; length, 17 (18 : 19} 
ins,; sleeve, 14 (15} : 17) ins. 

Tension*— 7 sts, to 1 in. 

Abbreviations. —Sec opposite. 

BACK* —With No. 12 needles cast on 
102 (110 : 118) sts. and work 2} (2} : 3) 
ins, in k. 1, p. 1 rib. * Change to No. 10 
needles and continue in st.st, until work 
measures 12} (12 : 12}) ins. 

Armhole Shapings —Cast off 6 (7 : 8) 
sts, at beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. 1 st. 

A useful V-neck pullover for school or 
play* Panels of criss-cross rib which 
include pockets make it an unusual 
design. It has long sleeves for warmth 


each end of every row until 74 (80 : 86} 
sts. remain. Continue in st.st. until work 
measures 17 (18 : 19) ins. 

Shoulder Shaping*—Cast off 12 (13 : 
14) sts. at beg. of next 4 rows. Cast off, 
POCKET LININGS (2).—With No. 
10 needles cast on 27 (27 : 27) sts. and 
work 2} (2} :3) ms. in st.st. ending p. 
Leave sts. on spare needle, 

FRONT. — Work as back to *, Change 
to No. 10 needles and patt.: 1st row, — 
K. II (14 : 17), p. 1, (k. I t.b.L, p, 1) 
13 (13 : 13) times, k. 26 (28 : 30), p, 1, 
(k. 1 t.b.L, p. 1) 13 (13 : 13) times, k, 11 
(34 : 17). 2nd row*— P. 11 (14 : 17), 
k, 1, (p, 1 t.b.L, k. 1) 13 (13 : 13) times, 
p. 26 (28 : 30), k. I, (p, 1 t.b.L, k. 1} 
13 (13 : 13) times, p. M (14 : 17). Rep. 
1st and 2nd rows once, 5th row, — 
K, 11 (14 : 17), p. I, (si. next st. on to 


cable needle and leave at front of work, 
k. 1 t.b.L, p. l t then k, 1 t.b.L, from cable 
needle—referred to as "cross 3," p. I) 
6 (6 : 6) times, k. 1, t.b.L, p. 1, k, 26 
(28 ; 30), p. 1, (c. 3, p. 1) 6 (6 : 6) times, 

k, 1 t.b.L, p. 1, k. 11 (14 : 17). 6th 

row*—As 2nd. Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 
twice. llth row*—K. 11 (14 : 17), 

p. 1, k, 1 t.b.L, (p. I, c. 3) 6 (6 : 6) times, 
p. 1, k. 26 (28 : 30), p. 1, k. 1 t.b.L, 

(p. I, c, 3) 6 (6 : 6) times, p. I, k. 11 

(14 : 17). 12th row*—As 2nd. These 
12 rows form patt. Continue in patt. 
until work measures 5 (5} : 6) ins. from 
beg., ending with a wrong side row. 
Next row. —K. 11 (14 : 17), * si. next 
27 (27 : 27) sts. on to a st. holder, patt. 
across 27 sts. of pocket lining *, k. 26 
(28 : 30); rep. from * to Me. II (14 : 17). 
Continue until 11} (12 : 12}) ins.

Blue Bolero {contd.) 

RIGHT FRONT- —With MX. cast on 
46 sts. and work in patt. as back, inc, 
1 st. at beg, of 3rd and at same edge on 
every following row until there are 
54 sts. Continue until work measures 
3J ins., ending with a right side row. 

Armhole Shaping. —Cast off 4 sts, at 
beg. of next and following alternate row, 
then dec, 1 st. at armhole edge on following 
4 alternate rows. Continue until work 
measures 6£ ins,, ending at front edge. 

Neck Shaping.— Cast of! 7 sts. at beg. 
of next row, then dec. 1 st. at neck edge 
on next 8 rows. (27 sts.) 

Shoulder Shaping, —Cast off 9 sts. at 
beg, of next and following 2 alternate 
row's. 

LEFT FRONT,— As right front revers¬ 
ing shapings. 

SLEEVES,— With MX. cast on 82 sts. 
and work 8 rows in patt. as back. Then 
work 7 rows in k. 1, p. 1 rib. Next 
row.— Rib 2, (inc. in next st., rib 6) to 
last 3 sts., inc., rib 2. (94 sts.) Work 
8 rows in patt. Cast off 4 sts, at beg. of 
next 4 tows, then dec. 1 st. at beg. of 
every row until 38 sts. remain. Cast off. 

COLLAR. —With MX, cast on 90 sts. 
and work 14 rows in patt. Cast off. 

MAKING UP.— Press lightly. Join 
shoulders. Set in sleeves, gathering at 
top. Join seams. Sew collar round neck. 

Border.— With right side facing join 
C* to cuff edge and work thus: * miss 
i in., 1 tr. in next st., miss £ in., I d,c> in 
next st.; rep. from * all round edge. 
Rep, for other cuff and round edge and 
collar. With MX. make a buttonhole 
loop at right side of neck. Sew on button. 


This dainty pram cover Is knitted in 
simple rib, then brushed. Do this at 
home with a teasel brush or send it 
away to the wool manufacturers 


MATERIALS.— Patous Double Quick 
Knitting; 6 oz, main colour, 1 oz, contrast; 
two No. 9 knitting needles; 2J yd. blanket 
binding ribbon. 

Measurement. —19 by 23 ins. 


Tension.— 7 sts. to 1 in. 

Abbreviations,—See centre. 

TO MAKE,—With MX, cast on 128 sts. 
and work 21 ins. in k. 1, p. 1 rib. Cast off. 

MAKING UP.—Brush knitting, using 
a teasel brush. Sew on binding, mitring 
corners. With C. make a cord 90 ins. 
long and sew over inner edge of binding, 
looping cord at corners as shown. Make 
ten 2-in, tassels. Gather ribbon binding 
to form 6-in. scallops along sides and each 
end and sew on tassels over gathers. 





White Button-up (contd.) 
continue in st.st., inc. 1 st. each end of 
every 6th row until there are 54 (60 : 66) 
sts. Continue straight until work measures 
]2£ (14 : I5£} ins. Shape top by casting 
off 3 sts. at beg. of next 4 rows, then dec. 
1 st. at beg, of every row until 20 (22 : 24) 
sts. remain. Cast off 3 (4 : 4) sts, at beg. 
of next 4 rows. Cast off, 

FRONT BANDS, — With No, 10 
needles cast on 9 sts. 1st row, — K* 1, 
(k. 1 t.b.l., p. 1} 3 times, k. 1 t.b.I,, k. I. 
2nd row. — K. 1, (p. 1 t,b,l., k, 1) 4 times. 
Continue in rib making buttonhole on 
next (7th : 5th) rows and further button¬ 
holes 2J (21 : 2J) ins. apart until 7 (7 : 7) 
in all have been made. Rib 2 (4 : 4) rows. 
Cast off rib wise. Work 2nd band to match, 
omitting buttonholes, 

COLLAR,—Join shoulder seams and 
sew on front bands (buttonhole band to 
right front for girl, to left front for boy). 
With No. 10 needles and right side facing, 
pick up and k. 71 (75 : 79) sts. round neck 
from , centre of bands, 1st row, — 
K. 2, (p, 1, k, 1) to last st., k, l, 2nd row. 
—(K. 1, p, 1) to last st., k. 1. Rep. these 2 
rows until work measures 1J (1J : 1J) ins. 
Change to No. 8 needles and work 1 
(1J : 1 J) ins. more in rib. Cast off ribwise, 
MAKING UP.—Press work. For 
girl’s cardigan, embroider the cable panel 
on each front. In the centre of each large 
cable work a flower in lazy daisy stitch 
with a french knot in the middle. Work 
blue and pink flowers alternately, or use a 
different colour for each flower. The leaves 
consist of two lazy daisy sts. worked with 
green wool on the twists of the cables. Join 
side and sleeve seams. Sew on buttons. 


Green Jersey (contd.) 

row. — Cast off 6 (7 : 8), patt. 45 (48 : 51), 
turn and continue on this set of sts, only, 
dec. 1 st. at armhole edge on next 8 rows, 
at the same time dec. I st. at neck edge on 
every 3rd row until 24 (26 : 28) sts. 
remain. Continue until work measures 
17 (18 : 19) ins., ending at side. 

Shoulder Shaping, — Cast off 12 (13 : 
14) sts. at beg. of next and following 
alternate row. Complete other side to 
match. 

SLEEVES. — With No. 12 needles cast 
on 50 (52 : 54) sts, and work 2£ (2j : 3) 
ins. in k. 1, p. 1 rib. Change to No. 10 
needles and continue in st.st., inc. 1 st. 
each end of every 6th row until there are 
76 (80 : 84) sts. Continue straight until 
work measures 14 (15J : 17) ins. Shape 
top by casting off 6 (7 : 8} sts. at beg. of 
next 2 rows, then dec. 1 st. at beg, of 
every row until 30 sts, remain. Dec. 1 st. 
each end of next 10 rows. Cast off, 

NECKBAND- — Join right shoulder. 
With right side facing and using No. 12 
needles, pick up and k. 58 (62 : 66) sts. 
down left side of neck, 1 st. from centre 
front, 58 (62 : 66) sts, up right sidj of 
neck and 26 (28 : 30) sts. across back 
neck. 143 (153 : 163) sts. Work 7 rows 
in p. 3, k. 1 rib, dec, 1 st. each side of 
centre st. on every row. Cast off ribwise. 

POCKET TOPS,—With No. 10 
needles join wool to right side of 27 sts,, 
and rep, 1st and 2nd rows of patt, panel 
4 times. Cast off. 

MAKING UP.—Omitting ribbing, 
press work. Join left shoulder. Set in 
sleeves. Join side and sleeve seams. Sew 
down the pocket linings and pocket tops.
